A Trunk Full Seised at Chicago and 
One Man Arrested—Gossip 
About Fort Wayne. 


CHIOAOO, Aug. 22.—A huge opium 
Bmugghng conspiracy is being unraveled 
in Chicago. For some time the custom 
house officials have been looking for a 
quantity of smuggled opium which it 
was thought arrived in this city from 
New York, instead of from the Pacific 
coast. 
Watch has been kept for a 
month. 
Special Agent Crowley has 
been engaged in an active search for the 
Btnff, but it was not until about ten 
da.^s ago that a clew was found which, 
wiien followed up, resulted in the dis- 
covery and seizure, at Fort Wayne, lud., 
of a small quantity of the drug. The cap- 
ture in itself was an important one, but 
iiB results were of vastly greater conse- 
quence, for the seizure revealed a gang 
cf smugglers who have been engaged in 
the trade for years and have millions of

in 
it.

learned that the Fort Wayne capture 
was only a small portion of a large quan- 
tity, and that a large portion was iu the 
possession of one of tiie gang who was 
stopping at the Palmer house, Chicago.

Barchard for service. He, with Special 
Agent Crowley, went to the Palmer 
house, where a thorough investigation 
was made, but the smuggler was gone. 
He was traced to a bouse on Wabaeh 
i>venue, from there te the west side, and 
1 hence to a room on Harrison street, 
where, on Friday afternoon, he was ar- 
leHted by the deputy. 
In his room wes 
a i^mall gray canvas covered trunk, and 
in this was about 125 pounds of opium. 
Ttie prisoner was taken to the marshara 
( ffioe, where he was looked in the cage. 
Here be was visited by Agent Crowley 
and Collector Seeberger, but refused to 
i>pen his mouth.

canal is condemned because it is too full 
of water; in the summer it is cursed be- 
cause it is too dry and the year around 
the people are warned against its water. 
What a spectacle these papers do pre- 
sent now bewailing an imaginary loss of 
the water. 


The owners of the canal do not want 
to deprive the city of a water supply 
and eonid not if they wanted to. 
The 
city is beyond that point and will soon 
have its well system in operation. 


It would please the community if some 
of the canni critics were jammed into the 
wells until they could see a supply of 
water that the canal owners could not 
menace. 
We would

twenty-four hours the down pour was 
incessant and all the small streams were 
terribly swollen.

A Marriage uniong tlie Zulus is as 
binding as uuy nuj>tiiil fercniony in En- 
gland, and a nuui ciuiiiot put away his 
wile without valid fuuso approved by 
the councilors oi the tribe. Infidelity 
is punishable by death, both to wife 
and partuer in guilt. 
Constant and sys- 
tematic disobetlicnee or 
ineorrigible 
idleness is ]>unished by divorce. If the 
woman thinks she is at all ill-treated she 
can return to her father, who can keep 
her by rei>aying the number of cows 
paid for her, the children, being re- 
garded as soUdy hers, going with her. 
If a wife prove childless she is divorced, 
or the father gives another daughter 
with her without further payment. 
In 
that case if the sister have children the 
first two of her oflsi)ring are transferred 
to the first wife, and are considered as 
her children. 
When twins occur one is 
always sacrificed to avert ill luck. If a 
man wishes to take more wives he must 
always obtain the consent of the fiirst 
or queen wife. In fact, the Zulu laws 
of marriage resemble the old Mosaic 
laws, and their social condition is sim- 
ilar to that of the Israelites when the 
iivine law was first given them.—Lonr

some of them went so far as to intimate 
that the democratic interests were sold 
ont in West Virginia, Indiana and Ohio, 
which were then October states. 
The 
timid and unthinking were alarmed, bat 
the result in October was a sufficient 
answer to all those misrepresentations. 
We were content then as we are content 
now. 
When the president shall have 
issned his letter of acceptance and the 
republicans have shown what is |to be 
done with the tariff in the senate, the 
campaign will begin in earnest." 


THEN aud nuw—ok the repub- 
lican BECORD. 
The republican party has turned ita 
face on the progressive principles that 
achieved its greatness and is marching 
on to destruction and dissolution as fast 
as its blind and bigoted leaders can 
lead it. 


In the face of its past declarations for 
a readjustment and reduction of the op 
pressive war taxes and its demands for 
the retention of internal revenue taxes, 
it turns completely around and changes 
front with such brazen audaci^ that 
many well meaning people follow its 
dogmas. 


Looking up its record on the liquor 
question Harper's 
Weekly says: 


General Gaifield stated a sound and 
just rule of taxation, and expressed the 
feeling of conscientious and intelligent 
Americans, in saying: 


'First, we tax the vices of the people, 
if that term may be properly applied to 
some of their social habits. 
The smokes 
and drinks and chews of the American 
people pay almost one-half of the taxes 
now collected under our internal reve- 
nue laws." 


The wisdom of the tax, he said, would 
not be disputed by any one. 


Hamilton, advocating an excise tax 
upon wines, spirits distilled within the 
United States, teas, and coffee, said that 
they could better than most others bear 
high duties, because they were iuxuries, 
and some of them in excessive use per- 
nicious, luxuries. 
This he said was es- 
pecially true of ardent spirits, and 
added: 


"Should the increase of duties tend to 
a decrease of the consumption of these 
articles, the effect would be in every 
I r e s i s t deaixable." 


Mr. JTeffenon writes to Osn. Bsmaal 
Smith in 1828: 


»1 ahaU be glad, too. if an additional 
tax of one-fourth of a dollar s gallon on 
whisky shall enable ns to meet all our 
engagements with pnnotnslity. 
View- 
ing test tax as an article in s i^stem of 
excise, I was onee gisd to see it fali 
with the rest of the system, which I 
considered as premature and unneces- 
sarily introduced. 
But the prostration 
of TOdy and mind which the cheapness 
of this liquor is spresding through the 
mass of our citizens now calls &e at- 
tention of the legislator on a very dif- 
ferent principle. 
One of his important 
duties is as guardian of those who, from 
causes susceptible of precise definition, 
cannot take care of themselves. 
Such 
are infants, maniacs, gamblers, drunk- 
ards. 
The last as much as the maniac 
requires restrictive measures to save him 
from the fatal infatuation under which 
he is destroying his health, his morals, 
his family and his usefulness to society. 
One powerful obstacle to his ruin by 
self'indnlgenoe would be a price beyond 
his competence. As a sanitary measure, 
therefore, it becomes one of duty in the 
public guardians." 


This is a Jeffersonian doctrine worthy 
of the most respectful consideration at 
the cross roads of both parties. 


General Grant, in his second annual 
message, said: 


"With the revenue stamps dispensed 
by the postmasters in every community, 
a tax upon liquors of all sorts, and to- 
bacco in all its forms, and by wise ad> 
jnstment of the tariff which will put a 
tax only on those articles which we 
could dispense with, known as luxuries, 
and those which we use more of than 
we produce, revenue enough may be 
raised," etc, 


Senator Edmunds, when it was pro 
posed to modify the whisky tax, said 
that a question of morals was involved 
in the retention of the tax, and added: 


'The true principle upon which taxa- 
tion ought to be imposed is to put the 
highest possible rate on articles of lux- 
ury; and what can be more so than this, 
an article the production of wliich it 
would be a great advantage to this couu' 
try if it could be discouraged instead of 
encouraged, and leave the corn and the 
wheat and the rye that go into your poi 
son to be fed to the children of the 
drunkard, instead of turned into liquid 
and given to him as a drink?" 
Senator Hawley said in congress: 
" I will not vote for the entire aboli- 
tion of direct taxation, nor can the gen- 
tleman find a wise government or a wise 
head of-finance in any foreign country 
that is in favor of taking all duties from 
whisky and tobacco. 
They are the 
legitimate plunder of the tax collector, 
the legitimate plunder of the exchequer, 
in every government 
of the world. 
They all get a large part of their reve- 
nues from them. 
We should be im- 
measurably and insnfferably foolish if 
we abolish those taxes. 
I am against 
it." 


In the same year the republican con- 
vention in Maine resolved that 


"We are unalterably opposed to the 
abolition or reduction of the internal 
revenue tax on liquors, and demand that 
all possible reduction of taxation shoula 
be made on necessaries and not upon 
luxuries." 


Mr. Mmerson, in his essay on civiliza- 
tion, says that wise government puts 
fines and penalties on pleasant vices, 
and added: 


"What a benefit would the American 
government, not yet relieved of its ex- 
treme need, render to itself and to every 
city, villiage and hamlet in the states if 
it wonld tax whisky and rum almost to 
the point of prohibition! 


Mr. Blaine, the chief authority of the 
republican party of to-day, agrees with 
Senator Edmunds. 
He said last Decem- 
ber: 


"Other considerations than those of 
financial administration are to be taken 
into accoont with regard to whisky. 
There is a moral side to it. To cheapen 
the price of whisky is to increase its con- 
sumption enormously. 
There wonld be 
no sense in urging the reform wrought 
by high license in many states if the 
national government 
neutralises 
the 
good effects by making whisky within 
the reach of every one at twenty cents a 
gallon. 
Whisky would be everywhere 
distilled if the surveillance of the govern- 
ment were withdrawn by the remission 
of the tax, and the illicit sales could not 
then be prevented even by a policy as 
vigorous 
and 
searching as that with 
which KuBsia pursues the Nihilists, 
It 
would destroy high license at once in all 
the states, 
* * So long as there is 
whisky to tax I would tax it. 
* 
The tax on whisky by the Federal gov- 
ernment, with its suppression of illicit 
distillation and consequent enhancement 
of price, has been a powerful agent in 
the temperance reform by putting it be- 
yond the reach of so many." 


These views, so far 
as they 
are 
modem, were, until recently, republican 
views. They were the views of a party 
of moral ideas; of a' party which, per- 
ceiving the terrible consequences to the 
individual and to society of the unres. 
tricted use of ardent sphrits, would limit 
the use by high taxation. 
This has 
been the policy of the republican party 
It has asked the support of the friends 
of temperance on the ground that it was 
essentially a temperance party, because 
it favored a high tax, in the form of a 
license upon the 
sale 
of sphrituons 
liquors. 
But its latest and strongest 
declaration reverses its precedents, and 
demands as a remedy for the surplus the 
repeal of the taxes upon tobacco, and 
upon spirits used in the arts and for me- 
chanical purposei, and if despite this, 
and whUe checking by higher duties the 
importation of articles produced in this 
country. 


This is the way that the overprotected 
manufacturers are exMoted to "take 
care of themselves"—oy contributing 
money to the campaign expenses of the 
party that preserves to 
them 
their 
bounties.

Before the hunt was over I had a 
chance to try him on bear, and he was 
the best bear dog of his size I ha-\ e ever 
been out with.

Child LahK>r in fudia. 


By tbe way, iu every .siiop we haver 
visited the most costly ai-ticles were foo 
the American market. 
In this shop wo 
saw a score or more of men at work on 
friezes and entablutiires for a Mr. For-» 
rest, of New York. 
I would like tha* 
he should ,see tliis letter, for it would 
be a pleasure when he sips his wine 
and looks U})on iiis elaborate sideboard 
of teakwood to know that some of the 
most exquisite of its rich carvings was 
done by a father and son, the little fel- 
low being only 7 years old. 
How his 
taper little lingers would handle the 
tiny chisel and lunv accurate was his 
eye when Le wrouglit frtim the bard, 
meaningless wood a llower that almost 
hai an odor, so soft were its petals. 
The child had inherited the talent of its 
father, as he «had d(»ne from his parent, 
and so through a long line, perhups far 
back to those peo])le whose handicraft 
made the rich relics in marble and wood 
of four centuries ago. 
Here children 
follow the father's craft. 
It is deemed 
a sort of family disgrace for the children 
to permit the ])rofession of their father 
to die out in their generation. 


A boy steps from his mother's arms, 
aye, from her very breast (for children 
are not weaned until four or five years 
old), into a companionship with the 
father and a partaker of his toil and a 
copier of his art. 
We have been in 
several small carpet-weavers' houses at 
Amritsir and Lahore and other places, 
and everywhere a larice part of the 
weaving was done by little boys. 
Car- 
pets are not woven with a shuttle, but 
each thread or yarn of the wool is put 
into the warj) with deft fingers, the left 
hand opening the one for the right to 
insert the other. 
A piece of yarn is run 
through and tiien cut oil' with a knife to 
make the even, velvety 
tuft. 
The 
weaver does not have a design be- 
fore him, but another boy sits in front 
with the design and calls out tbe next 
col'^r to be inserted in a sort of chant. 
The weaver repeats this as he runs the 
colorin. 
Tbe first boy calls out for one 
or more who are on the otlxer side of 
the web, and thus dictates for them all. 
To one not understatuling the thing tha 
chant would be taken for a sort of re- 
ligious exercise. 
In one shop in the 
Punjab there was no fixed design at all. 
There were four weavers on a rug, say 
ten by fifteen feet. 
They had a com- 
mon idea in tin ir heuils, but each 
worked out his i)ortif)n of the carpet 
simply "with a free hand as he Avent. 
There were in tlie shops named above 
two beautiful fabrics l)('ing woven for 
New York. 
There were two dictat<.)rii 
and, I think, tive weavers. 
They pro- 
gress only a few inches a day. 
The

This he said waa es- 


oially true of ardent apirite. and 
dod: 
'Should tho increase of duties tend to 
leorcAHcof the consumption of these 
Ides, the effect would be In every 


raft* i «»pe«t desirable," 


"Other ooaiideratfons than those of 


financial administration are to be taken 
into acoonot with regard to whisky. 
There ia a moral side to It To cheapen 
the price of wbfekj is to Increase Its mm- 
aomption enormously. There would be 
no sense In urging the reform wrought 
by high license In many states If the 
national government neutralise the 
good effects by making whisky within 
the reach of every one at twenty cents a 
gallon. 
Whisky wonld be everywhere 


distilled if the surveillance of tbe govern- 
ment wena withdrawn by the remission 
of the tax, and the Illicit sales oonld not 
then be prevented even by a policy as 
vigorous and searching aa that with 
which Bnaaift pniaues the NlhfustH, 
It 


would destroy high license at once in all 
theatates. * * * So long aa there is 
whisky to tax I would tax it

The tax on whisky by the Federal gov- 
ernment, with Its suppression of illicit 
distillation and consequent enhancement 
of price, has been * powerful agent In 
the temperance reform by putting it be- 
yond the reach of so many." 


These views, so far 
as they are 


modern, were, until recently, republican 
views. They were the vlewa of a party 
of moral ideas; of a* party which, per- 
ceiving the terrible consequences to the 
Individual and to society of the nnres. 
trioted nae ol ardent spirits, would limit 
thenee by high taxation. 
This haa 


been the policy of the republican party. 
It fins asked the support of the friends 
of temperance on* the ground that It was 
essentially a temperance party, became 
it favored a high tax, in the form of a 
license upon the sale of spirituous 
liquors. 
Bat its latest and strongest 


declaration reverses its precedents, and 
demands aa a remedy for the surplus the 
repeal of the taxes upon tobacco, and 
upon spirits used in the arts and for me- 
chanical purposes, and If despite this, 
and while checking by higher dntiea the 
importation of articles produced in this 
country.

Child Labor in India. 


By the way, in every shop we hav» 


isitod tho inoBt costly articles wore foa 
he American inurkot. In tliia shop we 
«w a score or more of men at work on 
riezes and entablatures for & Mr. I"or-i 
rest, of Now York, I would like tliatr 
je should 
BOO this letter, for it would 


be a ploneuro wlica uo sips his wino 
and looks upon life elaborate sideboard 
of teakwood to know tliut some of the 
moot exquisit* of its rich carvings •was 
done by a father and son, tho little fel- 
ow being only 7 yuan* old. How his 
»per little fingers would handle tlie 
tiny chisel and how lUHiurute was his 
eye when lie wrought from the hard, 
neaninglesB wood a nowor that almost 
itil an odor, BO soft were ita petals. 
The oluld hud Inherited the talent of its 
'ather, as he4iad done from his parent, 
ind so through a long line, perhaps far 
back to those people wlioao handicraft 
made the rich relics in murblo and wood 
of four centuries ago. Hero children 
follow tho father's uruft. 
It ia deemed 


i sort of family <li«grm;o for the children.

We have been in 


several small cunwt-wcavcra' houses at 
Amritoir and Lahore and other places, 
and everywhere » Inrjro part of tho 
weaving was done by little boys. Car- 
pets are not woven with a nhuttle, but 
aaeh thread or yarn of tho wool is put 
Into the warp with deft fingers, tho left 
band opening tho one for the right to 
insert tho other. A piece of yaru in run 
through and then cut off witlt a knife to 
make tho evoii, velvety tuft.

Weaver does not have a design bo- 
tore him, but another bnv Hits in front 
with tho deuign and calla out the next 
M>l"r to bo inserted in a sort of chant. 
The weaver rcpcnta thin an ho runs tho 
oolorin. The tlntt lx>y calls out for one 
or more who aru on the other side of 
the web, and thus dictates for them all. 
To one not understanding tho thing the 
chant would bo taken for a sort of re- 
ligious exercise.. In ono shop in tho 
Punjab there won no fixed design at all. 
There wero four weavers on a nig, say 
ten by fifteen feet. They hud a com- 
mon idea in their hcuds, but each 
worked out his portion of tho carpet 
simply with a free hand as lie wont. 
Thero were in th'o shops named above 
two beautiful fabrics being woven for 
New York. There wore two dictators 
and, 
I think, five weavers. They pro- 


gross only a few inches a day. Tho 
manager, to my inquiry aa to tho cost 
3f those, flimply replied: "They aro 
very costly. That is what tho Amori-
